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ARCHAOLOGY. 


In matters of Archeological interest the past year shows some 
variety on what has been reported for some years past. It is true 
that thero is no report of work at Uriconium, the digging on the 
Roman site being suspended as the result of the War; but though 
there is nothing Roman to report, there have been found antiquities 
of other periods of great interest, 


The first is the discovery of a pre-Roman burial place on Prees 
Heath, near Whitchurch. The principal among several interments 
consisted of an urn of rude pottery containing human bones, 
apparently those of an adult female, and if this conjecture is correct 
if is interesting as marking unusual honour done to a woman, 
The remains belong to the same period as those found afew yoars 
ago at Ryton, near Condover, now in Shrewsbury Museum, and they 
have beon placed in the Museum at Whitchurch, in the careful 
charge of Mr. HE, P. Thompson, to whom that collection owes so 
much, : 

The result of this discovery was a desire to make further ex- 
cavations in the Whitchurch neighbourhood, and a suggestion was 
made that the small circular camp known as Pan Castle should be 
excavated as possibly pre-historic, but further investigation made it 
seem probable that it is not earlier than Saxon times, 


From Whitchurch we turn to Shrewsbury, and its old houses. 
On the Wyle Cop, at the shop occupied by Mr. Dales, the work of 
repairs has confirmed the proof afforded by similar repairs some 
years ago in adjoining premises, that both these houses formed part 
of a mansion of large size, and dating from the earliest period of 
“wattle and daub,” ‘ 

Another interesting specimen of half-timbered work. has been 
revealed by the removal of the plaster from the house on the north 
side of St, Mary’s Church, belonging to the Vicar and Church- 
wardens, When the repairs are completed it will be an ornament 
to the town, and the Church authorities are to be congratulated not 
only on its possession as a relic, but also on the public spirit with 
which they have faced the difficulty of undertaking such work at 


the present time. -

The spur is 
shorter than the ovary, curved, cylindric. The stem 
is hollow, 6-18 inches long; leaves normally linear 
lanceolate, uarrowing from broad base to hooded 
apex. Bracts often coloured, as long as or longer 
than the flowers, which are conspicuous, of various 
shades of rose-purple, reddish, or dark crimson-purple. 
I believe this interesting addition to the British, and, 
indeed, world flora, will be found not infrequent in 
our Midland and Southern counties. I tmay mention 
I gathered it in marshy ground at Milford-on-Sea, 
S. Hants, this last summer, and sent live specimens to 
the Author, who confirmed my provisional naming.

Nearly all the Fungi recorded below were gathered on a 
foray through Tickwood, Shirlett, and Caughley Woods, when 1 
had the privilege and benefit of the presence of my friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. Carleton Kea, who have mado alnost a life study of fungi, 

The season was peculiar—some woods were almost blank— 
even the inost common species could not be found. Our little foray 
was charcterised by the finding of a few species—many uncommon, 
some exceedingly rare. Tickwood was romarkable for an sabund- 
ance of Cortinarii, to which we devoted special attention, Some of 
these must be new to the county: C, cotoneus, testaceus, raphan- 
oides, I had never seen before, The Geasters are certainly not 
common in every season, and the Hydnangium was a delightful 
find. Solenia fasciculata is not so near any other Solenia as 
books would lead one to think, It has the appearace more of a 
Porothetium, and took some time to determine. 

Miss Lister was very pleased to see the Oligonema, and kindly 
confirmed my naming, It is most rare, and a valuable addition to 
our already formidable list of Shropshire Mycetozos, W, &. Allen.

- gathering previously recorded by Wm. Phillips, from Hencote, has 
een assigned by Miss Lister to another species, O, flavicdum, 
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Despite the drawbacks caused by the European War, the 


Record for 1916 is quite up to the average in both volume and 
interest. 


Perbaps the most noteworthy incident was the discovery of 
a nest and eggs of the Crossbill at Grinshill, where previous 
attempts of: this species to breed came to nothing. 

Two nests, with eggs, of the Pochard were found on Whixall 
Moss, just on the borders of Shropshire and Flintshire: this duck 
has very rarely been known to nest in either Shropshire or North 
Wales. 

Tho Little Owl is clearly establishing itself hore as a resident, 
three examples having been noted in Shropshire during the year. 

The Ravon has re-appeared in its old haunts, three having 
been seen together on the Longmynd in April, and one in January, 
A Merlin’s nest was found on the same hills in June, but this species 
has beer known to breed there severe times before. 


An immature Great Black-backed Gull was obtained near 
Wem in November—this species only wanders into Shrophire very 
ocoasionally. ; 


Other uncommon local species recorded are the Grey 
Phalarope, near Ludlow; Scoter, near Shrewsbury and Dowles ; 
Quail, at Whitchurch ; Cormorant, near Ludlow and Shrewsbury ; 
and Green Sandpiper, near Imdlow. 


Although, as a whole, the summer migrants were about 
normal in date of arrival, the Swift came remurkably early, being 
noted in various places from 2ist April onwards, many on ist May, 
and full numbers on the 6th ; usually they arrive all together, 6th to 
8th May. Only once before—iu 1909—have I known them to arrive 
so early as this year. There wore also noted abnormally early 
individuals of the Nightjar, April 25th; Swallow, April, 18th; and 
Spotted Flycatcher, May 3rd. On the other hand the Fieldfaro and 
Redwing were late in coming, none being noted until towards the 
end of October. A Blackcap was caught at Shrewsbury on 6th 
December—the first ever recorded here in winter. though such an 
event is not very uncommon in the south-west of England. 

From North Wales we have records of a Black-tailed 
Godwit, near Carnarvon, in summer plumage, on August 28th; a 
Black Redstart, at Aberystwyth, ou November 19th ; and a Dotterel

Interesting notes on esting will be found under the heads of 
Robin, Grey Wagtail, Swallow, Starling, and Common Tern, 

Turning now to vertobrates other than birds, we note that 
the colony of Yellow-necked Mice at Bridgnorth is now a very 
strong one, whilst the species has also been taken in considerable 
nambers further south at Dowles, 


A pair of Palmated Newts was found near Bridgnorth—a new 
locality—and a number of Lamperns taken in the brook at Dowles.

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NOTES ON THE WHOLE YEAR. 


Generally 1916 was a “dull and wet year.” There 
were only two rainless periods of any length. 


The storm on June 1st did much widespread damage 
in our parks; beautiful and valuable trees were uprooted, 
and, generally, timber suffered severely. Hight visitations 
of thunderstorms were noted at (17), but, except on May 24, 
little or no rain accompanied them. The warm January 
i acy to have adversely affected vegetation, bringing on 
the buds too soon, Splendid weather was experienced 
both for the hay and corn harvest. 


Snow fell on 20 days (29); 22 days (17). The longest 
period it lay on the ground was from February 28rd to 
March 13th = 20 days. June was a cold month. :

Hay, very good. Grain would have given a better 
yield, but for the drought, June-July. This also adversely 
affected dairy work. Root crops excellent, though man- 
golds gappy (18) ; frost hindered the gathering in. Apples 
and pears, generally, a total failure; so also stone fruit. 
Small fruit, fair. Strawberries bad. Potatoes, fair crops, 
uneven; not much disease,
